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Mr.  Mayor,  Alderman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1961. 


The  Registrar  G-eneral* s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  2,470  which  was  a  decrease  of  40  from  that  of  the  previous  year. 


Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  35  ( i  7  M.  18  P.)  which  was  a  decrease 
of  six  from  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth  rate  was  accordingly 
14*17;  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral*  s  Comparability  factor 
which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution 
and  allows  valid  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate  becomes  14*03; 
this  war  appreciably  lower  than  that  of  17*4  Tor  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

One  stillbirth  was  registered  and  the  corresponding  rate  per  1 ,000 
tot  al  (live  and  still)  births  was  27*78,  compared  with  that  of  1 8. 7  for 
England  and  Wales. 


Infant  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 


There  was  one  infant  death  due  to:- 

(a)  Anaphylactic  Shock  due  to 

(b)  Inhalation  of  Cow*  s  Milk  Protein  -  7  months. 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  28.37* 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i. e.  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  are  prematurity,  asphyxia,  and 
atelectasis,  birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  predominant 
maternal  factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 


This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  Pregnancy, 
Childbirth  and  Abortion  and  is  a  general  index  of  the  high  standard  of 
modem  obstetric  Practioe. 


Total  Deaths  md  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  21  (13  M.  8  F.)  and  the 
crude  death  rate  was  8.32,  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
G-eneral*  s  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births  was  reduced  to  7*64  and 
compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  12.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  from  the  natural  causes  of  death 
amongst  the  aged,  i. e.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions 
of  the  Nervous  System,  of  which  there  were  11  in  number. 


Disea.se  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  4 
(3M.  IF.)  of  those  deaths  and  the  ages  at  death  were  34#  62,  68  and  72  years. 


Cancer  was  the  cause  of  3  deaths,  none  of  which  was  from  Cancer  of  the 


Lung. 
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Lung. 

There  was  no  death  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  and  the  other  causes 
of  death  were  miscellaneous. 


The  Infectious  Diseases 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  Measles,  there  were  very  few  other  notifiable 
diseases  within  the  Borough  throughout  the  year. 

A  new  era  has  been  reached  in  the  control,  prevention  and  treatment 
of  the  Infectious  Diseases;  for  example,  it  is  unequivocal  that  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  and  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  have  proved  their 
value,  and  it  is  hoped  that  vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough  will  prove 
similarly  effective.  All  the  bacterial  infectious  diseases  endemic  in  this 
Country  can  be  successfully  treated  with  the  Sulpha  drugs  and/or  Antibiotics. 

Measles 

There  was  the  expected  outbreak  of  measles,  175  cases  having  been 
notified.  An  outbreak  occurs  when  a  sufficient  number  of  susceptible 
children  has  aggregated,  as  the  virus  is  constantly  present  amongst  children. 
The  disease  is  only  serious  when  its  complications  supervene,  namely,  BroncbP- 
' pneumonia,  Acute  Suppurative  Otitis  Media  and  Acute  Encephalitis  in  that  order 
of  frequency,  but  they  are  now  comparatively  uncommon. 


In  this  outbreak,  there  vra,s  one  case  of  Acute  Encephalitis  following 
Measles;  the  boy,  aged  ten  years  was  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  where  he  made  a  complete  recovery. 


Cough 


Only  eight  cases  of  this  distressful  children's  infection' were  notified. 
An  increasing  number  of  children  are  being  vaccinated  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  by  their  family  Practitioners  and  it  would  seem  that  the  number 
of  children  who  suffer  from  the  disease  is  in  inverse  proportion  to  the  number 
vaccinated. 


None  of  those  children  suffered  from  any  complications  the  most  common 
of  which  is  Broncho-pneumonia. 


One  case  of  this  infection  of  the  skin  was  notified.  Prior  to  the 
introduction  of  the  Sulpha  drugs  in  193^  end  the  later  Antibiotics,  this 
was  a  serious  illness,  but  these  drugs  have  been  specific  in  treatment  and  it 
is  dramatic  to  observe  the  recession  of  the  inf Hamm at ory  processes. 


One  case  of  this  illness  popularly  known  as  Child-bed  Fever  wan 
notified.  Puerperal  Sepsis  wan  also  a  very  serious  illness  before  the 
introduction  of  the  Sulpha  drugs  and  Antibiotics,  but  treatment  with  these 
has  also  been  very  successful. 

Acute  Primary  Pneumonia 

Three  cases  were  notified,  but  there  was  no  death  either  from  the 
Primary  or  Secondary  Pneumonias. 

Tuberculosis 

It  is  noteworthy  to  place  on  record  that  no  new  case  of  Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  was  notified  throughout  the  year,  and  also  that  yio  new  case  of 
non -Respiratory  or  Bovine  Tuberculosis  was  notified,  the  latter  being 
evidence  of  the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies. 
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It  is  also  noteworthy  that  there  was  no  death  from  either  form  of 
Tuberculosis,  which  in  a  general  sense  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficacy  of 
modem  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  Borough 
was  very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
and  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  efficiency.
